Will Address Sou hern Com- 
mercial Congress at 
Atlanta 

Washington, Dec. 14 -President 
Taft will address the greatest gath- 
ering ol busiMM men erer held - n 
ithis country on March 10th. at At- 
lanta, Ga , where the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress will be in session 
for three days beginning March 8th, 
1911. The G overn ors of the other 
fifteen Southern States united with 
Governor Hrf wn of Georgia, in ex- 
tending this invitation to President 
Taft, which was delivered to htm 
today through the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Southern Commercial 
Congress and a Committee from 
Georgia 

The programme of the three days 
! will be the most important in the 
history of the Commercial South, 
and invitations will be issued to the 
moat prominent men of the nation 
to participate. In addition to the 
address by the President, who has 
chosen for his subject, "A Greater 
.Nation Through a Greater South, 
addresses will be made by Ex- Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Gov.-Klect Wood- 
row Wilson of New lersey. Hon. T. 
V. Puwderty, Surgeon General 
Walter VVyman. the Governor* of 
the Southern States, and other dis- 
tinguished men throughout the en- 
tire country.
